Sometime this coming football lers. 
' In passing the ball, much prac- 
tice is needed. Some players grip 
the ball a little back of center, 
but this takes time. Others pass 
the ball by placing the ends of 
the fingers along side the laces.

ceded by most authorities to be 
far superior to that of state or 
city institutions. In the latter 
class of institutions, in many 
states, only custodial care is at- 
tempted because of over-crowd- 
ed conditions. The government 
hospitals, however, are filled, 
and not-withstanding the law, 
there are long waiting lists 01 
veterans applying, through guar- 
dians or others, for admission. 


The American Legion and the 


U-. S. Veterans' Bureau, at the 
session of congress ending March 
4, attempted to get a $11,480,000 
construction bill passed by con- 
gress. Tactics of delay used in 
opposition in the House of Re- 
presentatives, however, prevent- 
ed the bill's passage. The minor- 
ity report of the committee hav- 
ing the bill in charge, based its 
objection on the point of ser- 
vice connection, notwithstanding 
the law, and not taking into 
consideration the fact that it is 
the man who carried ori uncom- 
plainingly after the war for sev- 
eral years, who is now unable to 
prove that his nerves or mental 
condition is due to a general or 
specific hardship of his war ser- 
vice. 
The survey of the Legion was 


undertaken to find out how 
many veterans are now mentally 
ill and in the custodial care of 
states and cities, but who are 
eligible to be treated in govern- 
ment hospitals if there were 
room. 
One hundred and seventy-six 


of such hospitals have reported 
out of 483 asylums contacted. 
The 483 are all there are in the 
United States recognized by the 
American Medical Association, 
outside of U. S. Veterans' Bureau 
neuropsychiatric hospitals. 
Ill the 176 replies, or about 


one-third, received from the 483 
questionnaires sent out, there 
are listed 4,499 veterans as in the 
custodial care of the state'and 
city hospitals. This gives an 
average of 25.5 patients for each 
hospital. If the entire 483 hospi- 
tals are multiplied by the aver- 
age of 25.5 the total is 12,316.5. 
If those replies which shows the 
hospitals to be exclusively for 
women, or children, are eliminat- 
ed, the ratio increases to the fig-- 
ure 16,422, as 61 such replies 
have been received.

shifting sands of the desert, 
which battled the 
motorist's 


transcontinental 
invasion 
of 


California, have been conquered. 


Broad highways, free of the 


sandy clouds which once swirled 
and drifted over' the roads or 
whipped 'below to undermine 
them, now enter 
the 
state 


through desert regions over four 
routes. 


Engineers have solved the 


problem of "tying down the de- 
sert." Study revealed that only 
dunes below 30 feet in height 
moved with rapidity, and new 
roads have been built up to the 
level of the 30-foot moving drifts. 


To ikeep the sand fills from 


whipping out from under the 
new roads, slopes are well oiled. 
To prevent washing,out under 
conditions of concentrated rain- 
fall, channels were dug to carry 
off the floods and bridges built to 
span the breaches. 


There is little rainfall in the' 


desert and for months a merci- 
less sun beats down on the i vast, 
arid stretches. But what little 
rain there is comes all at once 
and storms are often of such ex- 
ceptional intensity 
that the 


whole country flows with water. 


Pushing an improved highway 


through the shifting sand hills 
was a project conceived by E. Q. 
Sullivan, district engineer of the 
division of highways, and the 
district he administers contains 
the principal desert roads of the 
state. 


The 
old . plank road . which 


once pushed for six miles over 
undulating, hills still stands, a 
reminder of the days when the 
continuous services of a crew of 
men and 16 head of mules were 
needed to keep it open. Even 
then, during .heavy wind storms, 
it was closed at night and oc- 
casionally in the day time. 


Highway construction in desert 


regions is costly, although de- 
pendent on the locality and 
character of-^the country. Sec- 
tions paved in the Imperial val- 
ley cost approximately $49,000 a 
mile to grade, construct culverts, 
and surface with a 20-foot pave- 
ment.

schedule against tail-enders. 


Keener competition under the 


proposed change, he points out, 
should result -in better games 
and bigger gate recipts for wor- 
ried small club owners. 


He intends to recommend such 


a change this fall to the two 
leagues of which he is president.
